I may want to 
make other uses on the air, 30 the 15 minute, tougher cassetttea can be important.

I don't thing the repetition is necessary, for in such uses the shortest possible exceppts 
is vital, but 1 think he also said there are no prints to tie him to tlic house, an^ that 
should bo included on that cut. Perhaps if it is a single sentence, that too should be 
included. It is where he said the only thing that ties itay to the crime is the rifle. 

Maybe it would be better to put this on the second side and with it anothor Bhort excerpt, 
because I am looking for short things to throw at him to avoid possibility of host objection 
or his fillibuster (I'll tin. each side when I label the way I want). Thun on this second 
side include, "They had not a single eyewitness. They had circumstantial evidence, which 
is bettor than human evidence", because humans err. 

Maybe it would be a good idea to have ono cassette on Stephens. At about this point in 
the sequence he sold that Stephens is not a dependable witness and wouldn't hold up. To 
this coula be added the part .here he talks about what Stephens allegedly saw ana the part 
about the bathroom and Grade's nuud for it. 

Keep this for a blank side. I don't want to run the cost up. Hut it could make a beautiful 
coup do grace! "Obviously, I'm a non-fiction writer." 
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T^is is an aside for your information: yearo ago I did this with Liebolur. short, timed 
excerpts in his own voice and it was wow! oh radio and TV. 

When Hebei oked for itfaat deathless account of w*at happened beginning at 6 p.m.( sorry p 
I'm having to use other than a Hermes ribbon, ono for an IRM.achinu that was given to me 
and it doesn't fit and sor^etineo Jans) there is a lino that goes "He looked out tho window. 
He had a perfect view 1 '. Thia relates to the bcdro-m. With thi3, on the same side, with a 
short break, should bo that wierd account of his running back and forth to tho bathroom, so 
I can ask why with a "perfect view" ho had to run to tho bathroom to make tho short. 

Either on this if it i3 short enough or on a separate side, the bit about itay standing^ 
the tub for the shot. This immediately proceeds, I thin, the bit about the bedroom-bathroom 
shuttle. I think it is worth a separate side if I get to confron him to have a second 
version, where he says that at one minute to six Ray was sitting in the chair in the 
bedroom anu then dsheu into tho b . vhroom. I have two purposes, so you can understand of 
do that Robert, if he can borrow your machine and ta.,e f which would permit him to do this 
alono, can underst ud. First of all it was physically impossible to sec anything sitting 
in the chair. I was there. Second, why the shuttling back and forth, and third, suppose 
Grade wa3 in there. It might bo a good idea to repeat the second version on a second aide, 
and have this on a single casaettto, the part about Grade's need for the bathroom. I'm 
surprised Frank gave two different, il_ogical accounts of the same thing. Ho is sharp. 

Here also he says Ray stepped into the bathtub and rested tho rifle on the windowsill. 

The part about the resting tho rifle on the sill is important, so thi 3 version may be 
better than the earlier ono. I would like a single side saying this, so { can say, "Did you 
try it. i-i r. Frank"? I have my own pictures now and I did and it is impossible. 

What is really insane is the part where he says Ray had only one bullet in the rifle 
because ho had no time for more. Maybe he said it twice. If he did, then the part that 
has F ank saying that there was a clip and he could have out more bullets into the clip 
later but he had to put this one bullet in by h nd is vital. I will then hana h|m the 
rifle and ask him to do hat he said. It is really tough to fcut a bullet into a pump gun. 
Just this description of tho putting the single bullet in and t he privision for the 
clip, as short as it can be excerpted, is really important. So you can understand, a 
pump gun is completely encased. It is not like a bolt-action rifle. I'll blow him in 
St. ^oula on this and as soon as I can expect the man I gave my rifle to to sell for me 
is awake I'm phoning him to get it back. It is worth it for this one think on TV! Especially 
if we can get more than a single snow on this. 

Separate side, the part where Frank says the shop looked empty, dirty windows, door closed. 

breif as possible. Then add the part where he uses Ganipe* a name l he mispronounced it 
so I'm sure he didn't interview him) and has him going to the door and opening it. Just 
these two on a side a3 briefly aa possible.

55,000 an hour for an interview in which ho guaranteed to ask nothing abo-it the crime. It 
is important not to talk about this at all. 

The part where he talks about false identifications, short as possible, the reference 
to gravestones and to birth notices only, so I can show him the " Starve " signature and 
ask him if tho signature came from either. Separate side, natch. 

Not as important but helpful for a single cut, a single side, would be two different 
versions of one thing: Before this point in the sequence ho had said that Ray faced a 
choice between execution and 99 years and then, forgetting this, he said that lw ay knew 
that no white man had been killed in the south for killing a black man. 

Earlier, what could be holpfu, ho says that Sgt Gornley broadcast on his walkie-talkie 
about a white Ai U3tan4 fleeing the scene. This is wliero ho talks about the 12 cops at the 
firehouse. Then he sa|ts ilay got lost and mad© many bad turns (yet he n^ver talked to itay) 
and then he says he was gone before any roadblocks. I know what he is confusing here and 
it has to come from Huie, so tje two tilings, tho Gornley wdkio-talkio broadcast on tho 
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one hand, followed by tho part about Hay getting away before tho roadblocks could be 

up on tht 2 major highways* bracketed with Hay^ getting lo3t, will sound, if proporly 
excerpted, like *^afka and could be good* This reminds me of something he said elsewhere 
that is sgart and I'd like on a separate aide, ..her^ ho talks about all of his book being 
new and unpublished. It could be dynamite right after this, for tiiis comes from U uie , s 
notes and I have a letter I can show from iA uie showing that ho gave all his stuff to 
if 1 rank who i3 using it.

Then one or both of two things, with a short interval between 
them could go on the blank 3ido. I would not ask a separate cassettte on thorn because of 
cost, wliich I want to keep minimal. Frank gives this groat description of his investigation, 
he spent four whole years investigating, day and night, seven days a week, etc. I know 
he didn't interview any single important witness from Ed. The second could be where I 
listener asked ho. tho rifle led to Hay and Frank's answer that didn't make sense, that
